LAW 


LEGISLATIVE The number of 
AT bills introduced at 
SACRAMENTO Sacramento has al- 


ready exceeded 1,000, and more are to 
be presented. A number of bills have 
been introduced in the interests of 
pharmacy. From the viewpoint of 
progressive pharmacy, Assembly Bill 
No. 906, introduced by Mr. Bohnet, 
was a model bill, and it had the un- 
qualified support of the progressive 
pharmacists, retail, wholesale and 
It was 
framed by the Legislative Committee 


of the Alumni Association of the Cali- 


fornia College of Pharmacy. It was 
strongly approved by representatives 
of the University of California, by the 
California State Board of Health. 
Elsewhere we give a brief summary of | 
the measures introduced which are of 
special interest to pharmacists. . 


SUNDAY It is generally agreed 
CLOSING that Sunday closing is a 
good thing for all concerned. But, 
unless all agree to it and live up to it, 
the net results will be unsatisfactory. 
If a pharmacist agrees to close his 
store he should abide by his decision. 
It is not right that he should make 


the promise and then, on the sly, more 


or less, keep the door unlocked so as 
This 
is not fair to those who have promised 
to close the doors-and keep them 
closed during the hours agreed upon. 


A NATIONAL 
NARCOTIC 


The Foster bill to 
regulate the interstate 
traffic in narcotic drugs 


appears to meet with much disfavor, 


and changes thereto have been pro- 
posed by Charles A. West. We need 
a good law to regulate the interstate 
traffic of narcotic drugs. California, 
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in particular, should take an active in- 
terest. The Foster bill is all right, if 
the intent of the law were carried out, 
so is the proposed amendment by 
West. Both bills are intended to reg- 
ulate the interstate traffic in opium, 


morphine, cocaine, their salts and de- 


rivatives. The Foster bill includes 
cannabis and coca leaves. We prefer 
the Foster bill. Both bills should 
make special mention of the sale of 
those pernicious soothing syrups con- 
taining narcotics, such as the Mother 
Winslow’s type. A good interstate 
narcotic law will very materially sim- 
plify the enforcement of the several 
State narcotic laws. California has 


an excellent narcotic law, to which the 
Board of Pharmacy have proposed sev- . 


eral desirable amendments now before 
the Legislature at Sacramento. 
A BILL TO Assembly Bill No. 


REGULATE 
WEIGHTS AND 


MEASURES Well, but it is un- 


reasonable, too ‘com- 
plicated, and it never could be enforced 
because of these very serious faults. 
We need a law to regulate the weight 
and measure of commodities, includ- 
ing drugs and medicines. The fifteen 
pages (printed) of the act could no 
doubt be boiled down to three or four 
pages. Some of the provisions of the 
proposed act would work unbearable 
hardships, notably Section 31. 
The act should be amended to con- 
sist of a full definition of standard 
weights and measures, with a few sec- 


tions devoted to the act and violations © 


thereof. The “Unless otherwise 
agreed by the parties’ clauses in the 
proposed act assist to further compli- 
cate and weaken it very materially. 
It means that we need not pay any 
attention to the law if we agree to do 
so. The bill needs careful revising.

The 
pharmacist should know how to dis- 
infect sick rooms, private homes and 
public buildings. He should, in addi- 
tion, be informed regarding the build- 


ing of sanitary homes, shops and. 


stores. He should be able to give 


good advice regarding water supplies, 
sewage disposal and on preventative 


medicine generally. He should be in- 


formed regarding the preservation of 
foods, the use and abuse of food 


preservatives and food adulteration, 


and should be prepared to test foods 


as well as drugs as to purity and 
quality. He should be fully informed 
regarding the. nature and use of in- 
secticides and pest exterminators. 

Thus qualified, equipped and pre- 
pared, the pharmacist will be in posi- 
tion to realize the true significance 
and importance of sanitation, private 
and public, and he will begin to under- 
stand why a National Bureau or De- 
partment of Health is needed and what 
it aims to accomplish. No pharma- 
cist thus qualified will ever oppose the 
effort to establish such a bureau or 
department. Pharmacists thus quali- 
fied will play an important part in 
operating such a department. We ad- 
mit it is late, but better late than 
never; let us do our utmost to hasten 
the time when pharmacists shall be 
so qualified as to entitle them to pro- 
fessional recognition. It is coming, 
it is bound to come. The movement 
has already begun. It prevails in New 
York, Pennsylvania and Rhode Island. 
Illinois is next, then California, fol- 
lowed by Wisconsin, Iowa, Michigan 
and the rest. 
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SOME GOOD LAWS OF INTEREST TO 
PHARMACISTS INTRODUCED 
AT SACRAMENTO 


I 


First on the list is Assembly Bill 
No. 906, prepared by the Alumni As- 
sociation of the California College of 
Pharmacy. The important provisions 
of this act are: 

1. College graduation as a qualifica- 
tion for board membership. : 

2. Graduation from a_ college of 
pharmacy as a prerequisite to practice 
pharmacy. 

3. Registration of certificates from 
other states having qualifications not 
lower than those provided in the act. 

A substitute measure, Assembly Bill 
No. 1044, also introduced by Bohnet, 
has been prepared. While the substi- 
tute is not as good as the original bill, 
it is a very decided improvement upon 
the present pharmacy law, and we sin- 


-cerely hope it will be adopted. 


Elsewhere we give reasons why the 
present law is unsatisfactory. 


The Board of Pharmacy prepared 


Assembly Bill No. 752, introduced by 


Malone, which was primarily directed 
against Chinese herbalists who prac- 
tice without a license. In as much 
as the wording of the bill as intro- 
duced was faulty, a substitute bill has 
been prepared, a copy of which we 
have examined. The substitute bill 
should have the support of every 
pharmacist and physician in the State. 


Assembly Bill No. 811, introduced 
by Dr. E. M. Butler, is directed 
against advertising by word, design or 
picture; any fake cures, or misrepre- 
sented or misbranded article on bill- 
boards, barns, buildings, fences, in 


cars and other public conveyances or 


in other public places. This is an 
excellent measure and should have the 
support of every person in California. 
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IV | 
The Board of Health intends to in- 


troduce an amendment to the Penal 


Code making it a misdemeanor to mis- 
represent in any way, or advertise by 
statement, design or device, any adul- 
terated or misbranded drug; medicine 
or chemical in or through any card, 
circular, letter, periodical, journal, 


newspaper, book, pamphlet or other 


publication ; or for any person to trans- 
mit through the mails or by messenger 
or other carrier, any adulterated or 
misbranded drug, medicine or chemi- 
cal. Such a measure should receive 
the earnest support of every person in 


the State of California. 


SACRAMENTO IMPRESSIONS 

At the very outset we wish to ex- 
press our feelings regarding the con- 
ditions in the passenger coaches of the 
main line trains of the Southern Pa- 
cific. Those in charge appear to be 
doing everything possible to torture 
the passengers. The atmosphere is 
vile and the temperature unbearable. 
There is no excuse for this. Porters, 
brakemen and conductors should see 
to it that the coaches are ventilated 
and that the steam is turned off. There 
should be thermometers in every 
coach and the temperature should 
never be more than 65°F. Ventilation 
should be provided. Dr. Regensbur- 
ger, of the Board of Health, who was 
also on his way to Sacramento, ex- 
plained that the company’s attention 
had repeatedly been called to certain 
unsanitary conditions and that mat- 
ters were now not nearly as bad as 
they once were. We sincerely hope 
the Southern Pacific will do something 
to relieve the wholly unnecessary suf- 
fering of the passengers. SHUT OFF 
THE STEAM AND VENTILATE. 
Keep the temperature between 60°F. 
and 65°F. | 

The Sacramento River is very high 
but not necessarily dangerous as yet. 
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The grounds about the Capitol build- 
ing look fine. The vegetation has a 
remarkably prosperous look, which 
speaks well for the climate of Sacra- 
mento. 

The Legislature is in session and, 
judging from the quantity of bills in- 
troduced, we may expect some legis- 
lation for everyone. The pharmacists, 
particularly the Board of Pharmacy, 
are very active. 

There should be an amendment to 
the California Penal Code, making it 
a misdemeanor or a felony to introduce 
or seek to introduce into the State 
Legislature egregiously assinine 
measures of any description whatso- 
ever. | 

It should, furthermore be made a 
misdemeanor to seek the introduction 
of measures through misrepresenta- 
tion. Again, furthermore, would-be 
law framers should have the necessary 
educational qualifications, should be 
broadminded and should have had wide 


experience in those matters concerning 


which they seek to legislate. 

City Chemist G. H. P. Lichthardt 
showed us through the city laboratory. 
Sacramento is to be congratulated on 
its well equipped city laboratory and 
on the capable men employed to look 
after the sanitary conditions of the city. 
By mere coincidence we were enabled 
to see a patient who had, two days 
previously, received an intra muscular 
injection of Ehrlich’s 606. The ex- 
tensive secondary eruptions already 
showed a very decided improvement. 
Through the courtesy of G. H. P. 
Lichthardt, we had the pleasure of 
meeting M. C. Glenn, assistant city 
attorney, who is one of the few men 
not afraid to do what he feels is right. 
He is aggressive, fair minded and in- 
sists that all, no matter how “high up,” 
shall be brought to trial for misde- 
meanors or for failure to do their 
sworn duty. We also called on the 
State Forrester, M. F. Homans, an- 
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other official of whom the State can 
well be proud. 

At 11:30 A. M. on February 4, a 
delegation of Los Angeles druggists 
had a meeting with the Board of 
Health to consider a possible adjust- 


ment of differences regarding the ad- 


ministration of the Pure Drugs Act. 
The delegates were of opinion that the 
Board should not prosecute on mere 
technicalities and that the pharmacists 
should have more time to “clean up” 
their stores. The Board was of opin- 


ion that an attempt to ignore technical 


cases would prove disastrous to all! 
concerned, that leniency had in all 
cases been shown where mere techni- 
cal errors or unintentional violations 
were proven. The Board was, further- 
more, of opinion that three years was 
sufficient time for pharmacists to in- 


form themselves correctly regarding - 


the Pure Drug Act and to “clean up” 
their stores. Mr. Brunswig of Los 
Angeles acted as spokesman for the 
Los Angeles delegation. At 1:30 P. 
M., Kirk-Geary Co. of Sacramento in- 
vited the visiting pharmacists and the 
Board of Health to a banquet at the 
Sacramento Hotel, which certainly was 
an enjoyable event. Short speeches 
were made and everyone present ex- 
pressed himself well satisfied. 

On the return trip to San Francis- 
co, most of the time was spent in dis- 
cussing with J. E. Gardner, the at- 
torney for the State Board of Health, 
certain measures to be made part of 
the Penal Code of California, which 
will make it a misdeméanor to adver- 
tise fake remedies in newspapers and 
‘other publications. Judge Gardner 
also expressed himself strongly in fa- 
vor of a National department of health. 
He called especial attention to the 
vicious methods of polluting our 
streams with the sewage of cities and 
towns and then supplying this to the 
people for drinking purposes.

ABSTRACT OF REPORT OF THE 
COMMITTEE ON QUANTITA- 
TIVE METHODS 


(Division of Pharmaceutical Chemistry of 
American Chemical Society.) 


Your committee begs to offer the 


following report of work which has 
been done 
(July, 1910). In the search for suit- 
able assays for the various mercury 
salts included in the U. S. P., for which 
a standard of purity is laid down and 
no assay process is given, investiga- 
tion was made of a number of exist- 
ing methods as indicated below. 

In order that you may know the 
method of working of the committee, 
we give an outline of the plan pur- 
sued in this case. The chairman sent 
out requests to the members of the 
committee for suggestions as to meth- 
ods suitable for general application to 
mercurous and mecuric salts. After 
going over the suggestions received, 
the following methods as proposed 
were again submitted to the commit- 
tee, together with samples of mercur- 
ous chloride and mercuric iodide. The 
methods as submitted are as follows: 


Method No. 1 
Suggested by Mr. L. A. Brown. 


(See Schimpf—Volumetric Analysis, 
page 408.) 


Applicable to mercurous iodide, chloride, 


bromide and mixtures of mercuric and mer- 
curous salts. 

Weigh out sample of about 0.5 gramme, 
place in Erlenmeyer flask of about 300 c.c. 
capacity, add 10 c.c. potassium iodide solu- 
tion containing 2 grammes KI; rotate and 
quickly add 50 c.c. N/10 iodine solution by 
means of a pipette, agitate until all of the 
sample is in solution. Then run in N/10 
NazS2 03 solution. until all the free iodine 
has been removed, using starch solution if 
desired. 

Reaction—Z2HgCl = 6K1+1.= 2K.Hg 
2KCI1. 

By mixing the Hg(Cl with the solution of 


since the last meeting 


remove all traces of mercury. 


the potassium iodide immediately before ad- 
ding the iodine solution, the insoluble salt 
goes into solution more quickly. 


Method No. 2 
Suggested by Mr. L. A. Brown. 
(Merck’s Report, 1908, page 57.) 
Applicable to mercuric chloride, iodide, 
cyanide, nitrate, oxide, ammoniated mer- 
cury, metallic mercury and preparations of 
mercury such as ointment of mercury, am- 
moniated mercury, nitrate, oxide, solution 
of mercuric nitrate, Donovan’s solution, 
plaster of mercury, etc. | 
Dissolve one gramme of the sample (e. g. 


HgCle) using one or two grammes of po- 


tassium iodide if necessary, in sufficient wa- 
ter to make 100 c.c. of solution. | 

Take 20 c.c. aliquot, add 1 gramme KI, 
5 to 10 c.c. of 10 per cent KOH sol., and 10 
c.c. of water containing 2 or 3 c.c. of for- 
maldehyde solution. Mix thoroughly and — 
place on waterbath for about 10 minutes, 
or until supernatent liquid settles clear; 
then decant off through a small filter, wash- 
ing residue with two portions or more of 
water, decanting off through filter as be- 
fore. 

Dissolve the small amount of metallic 
mercury off the filter by means of a few 
drops of hot diluted nitric acid (1:1), wash- 
ing the filter with a few c.c. of water to 
Collect fil- 
trate and washings in the beaker containing 
the Hg, adding more nitric acid if necessary 
to secure solution of the mercury. Evapor- 
ate to about 2 or 3 c.c. on a water-bath, 
then dilute with water and transfer to a 
100 c.c. flask, rinsing out beaker with suc- 
cessive amounts of water sufficient to make 
100 c.c. of the solution. 

Take an aliquot representing about .100 
gramme of HgCh, add 25 c.c. of water, 
then a slight excess of 5 per cent iodic acid 
solution, 5 c.c. being enough. This is ad- 
ded drop by drop, agitating all the while 
to secure complete agglutination of the cur- 
dy precipitate. As soon as the supernatent 
liquid is clear, filter and wash precipitate 
with three or four portions of water. 

Dissolve precipitate or the filter with a 
few drops of diluted HCl, wash filter thor- 
oughly, add 1 or 2 grammes of KI, allow 
to stand for about 5 minutes, then titrate 
the liberated iodine with N/10 Na2S.0s. 
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(Kach. ce. ot N/10°> Thiosulphate — 
0.0022405 gramme 

In the case of ointments such as official 
ointments of mercury and its salts, remove 
the ointment base by means of the proper 
solvent, dissolve the residue with nitric 
acid and apply the method as given. 


Method No. 3 
Suggested by Mr. B. L. Murray. 
(See Smith Electro Analysis, pages 90 
and 94.) 
Applicable to solutions of mercury. ni- 
trate, the mercury oxides, metallic mercury, 


mercury with chalk, and possibly some of | 


the other mercurial preparations. 

Not applicable to calomel or corrosive 
sublimate. 

Those preparations of mercury as found 
in the U. S. P., which can readily. be 
brought into solution in nitric acid, are sat- 
isfactorily assayed for mercury by elec- 
The sample may well be of such a size 
that the final weighing of the metallic mer- 
cury will show a weight of about 0.250 
gramme. The mercury solutions, or the 
dried preparations dissolved, are acidulated 
with 3 c.c. of concentrated nitric acid, dilu- 
ted to 125 c.c., heated to 70°C, and then 
electrolyzed with a current of N.- D.1%=0.06 
ampere and two volts. The metal will be 
fully precipitated in from 2 to 4 hours, 
and may appear as a uniform metallic coat- 
ing upon the platinum dish, which is used 
as a cathode, or it may appear in shiny 
droplets. After the deposition of the ma- 
terial is complete, the mercury is washed 
with water, then with alcohol, then with 
ether, and finally dried a short time in the 
G@essicator and weighed. ‘The electrolyte 
remaining may be tested qualitativély for 
mercury to show that the deposition was 
complete. | 
The time may be materially shortened by 


the use of the rotating anode and mercury 


cathode. 
Method No. 4 
Suggested by Mr. F. O. Taylor. 
(See E. Rupp, Berichte, 1906, 39, 3702) 
(See also Chem. Zeit., 1910, 34, 229.) 

A solution of the mercury salt, contain- 
ing about 0.2 gramme of mercury in 25 
to 50 c.c. of solution, is treated with excess 
of KI so that the Hgl: formed redissolves. 
Render alkaline with NaOH; treat with 
3 c.c. of 40 per cent formaldehyde solution 
diluted with 10 c.c. of water and let stand 
with occasional stirring for about two min- 
utes. Acidify with acetic acid; add 25 c.c. 
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of N/10 iodine, and after all the precipita- 
ted mercury has combined with the iodine, 
titrate the excess with N/10 sodium thio- 
sulphate solution. | 
Mercurous salts must be converted into 
mercuric before precipitation. 

In the case of mercuric cyanide, sulphuric 


acid should be used instead of acetic in. 


order to decompose any cyanogen iodide 
which may have formed. 


Method No. 5 
_ Suggested by Mr. F. O. Taylor. 
(See C. J. Pretzfold—Jour. Am. S. S. 1903, 
| page 198.) 
Estimation of Mercury as Arsenate. 
The mercury must be present as a mer- 


-curic salt, and preferably as a nitrate, as 


the mercuric arsenate is not precipitated 
from the chloride solution. A small amount 
of free nitric acid does not interfere with 
the accuracy of the results. To a cold 
solution containing about 0.25 gramme Hg 
in 100 c.c., add 20 c.c. of saturated solution 
sodium arsenate. The heavy yellowish- 
white precipitate of mercuric arsenate im- 
mediately forms and settles rapidly, but 


for greater accuracy the author of the meth- — 


od recommends that the solution stand for 
several hours; then filter through a Gooch 
filter, wash thoroughly with cold water and 
dry at 100°. 
Method No. 6 
Suggested by Mr. F. O. Taylor. 
See same paper as above. 

_ Estimation of Mercury as Chloride. 

To a‘solution of the mercuric salt, pre- 
ferably in the form of a nitrate containing 
about 0.25 to 0.4 gramme Hg, add a slight 
excess of a mixture containing one drop 
of hypophosphorus acid to each c.c. of 
H.0., and then immediately an excess of 
solution sodium chloride. -Let stand for 
one hour, filter off the precipitated HgCl, 
wash thoroughly, dry at 100° and weigh. 


Notes and Comments 
(a)—Method is entirely satisfactory if 
closely adhered to. 
(b)—Method worked well, although some 
time was consumed in effecting solution in 
iodine. | 


(c)—The factors seemed too large to per- — 


mit of sufficient accuracy when working 
upon samples of close to 100 per cent 
purity. | 

(d)—(Mr. Taylor’s results are unfortun- 
ately unavailable, but his comments are at 
hand). The chief difficulty. with this meth- 
od is the dissolving of the mercury by the 
jodine solution, which is very often ex- 
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tremely slow. Aside from this, the method 
seems very good. 

(e)—Samples were dissolved in sodium 
sulphide solution and electrolized 3% hour 
with 0.5 ampere, 4-5 volts, using mercury 
cathode and rotating anode. (See Jour. 
Ind. & Eng. Chem. Vol. 2, page 481.) Re- 
sults very satisfactory. 

(f)—Precipitating and washing in dilute 
alcohol. 

(g)—Same solution as preceding (f) but 
washing with water. 16 

(h)—Dried at 50°C. 

(k)—Dried in dessicator room tempera- 
ture. 

(p)—30 seconds with stirring for reduc- 
tion. 

(r)—2 minutes with stirring for reduc- 
tion. 

(s)—4 minutes with stirring for reduc- 
tion. | 

(t)—5 minutes with vigorous shaking. 

(m)—Mr. L. A. Brown—lI got very poor 
results, due possibly to two causes: 

(1)—Mechanical loss of mercury in fil- 
tering after reduction. (2)—Part of the 
mercury appears to come down in a col- 
loidal condition and is lost in the filtrate. 


I have proven to my entire satisfaction © 


that the reduction by formaldehyde in al- 
kaline solution is quantitative, and what 
makes me believe that part of the mercury 
is in a colloidal form is that a perfectly 
clear filtrate will show the presence of mer- 
cury by hydrogen sulphide if completely 
saturated. 

(&)—Contrary to previous observations, I 
find this method to give good results if the 
reduction is carried out in the cold, and not 
allowed to stand too long before adding 
iodine solution. If the reduced mercury 
is allowed to coalesce and form large 
globules the solution of the mercury in the 
iodine solution is very slow. ) 

(u)—Mr. B. L. Murray—In using this 
method we found that two minutes was not 
sufficient time for the reduction of the mer- 
cury by formaldehyde. Even five min- 
utes was too short a time, and a little heat 
was used to complete the reduction; but this 
we found reduced the mercury to such a 
condition that it was very hard to dissolve 
in the iodine solution. 

(n)—The method gave us uncertain re- 
sults. 


(o)—Mr. L. D. Havenhill—The amount 
of water used in washing the precipitate of 
mercury iodate tends to vary the results. 
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(1)—Our work seems to indicate that 
there was a considerable loss of mercury, 
due to volatilization when the cathode was 
dried at a temperature of 50°. 

(v)—We found the time for reduction 
to be insufficient, also the stirring. Better, 
or at least higher results were obtained 
by vigorously shaking the mixture. The 
quantity of acetic acid used is indefinite. 
Our results, which are not herein reported, 
seem to show that the more acetic acid 
used, the lower are the results. We be- 
lieve that the size of the factor is too large 


to permit of sufficient accuracy when work- © 


ing on samples that run close to 100 per 
cent in purity. In this method the mercuric 


iodide was reduced with formaldehyde in 


the manner indicated by the method of E: 


Rupp, dissolved in nitric acid and precipi- 


tated with sodium arsenate. It was noted 
that the precipitate of mercuric arsenate 
was not of uniform color and the higher re- 
sults here reported were materially whiter 
in color than the lower results which were 
more yellow in color. 

(q)—Mr. F. O. Taylor—We find this 
method inaccurate because of the distinct 
solubility of the mercuric iodate in water, 
which solubility may be proved by testing 
the filtrate from the mercuric iodate by 
hydrogen sulphide, when a very decided 
test for mercury can be obtained. 

(j)—Unquestionably the electrolytic meth- 
od is extremely accurate when used by one 
who is experienced and has at hand the 
proper apparatus, and it can also be made 
a very rapid method. It does not seem 
however, to be suited to the requirements 
of pharmacopceial estimation, as at the 
present time one is much more likely to fiad 


the requisite skill and apparatus for making 


other forms of assay than the electrolytic, 
among those to whom these assays would 


be chiefly valuable. 


(w)—Here again the difficulty of dissolv- 
ing the precipitated mercury in iodine solu- 
tion is the chief drawback. With care the 
method can be made accurate, but it usual- 
ly requires more time than a process of 
this kind should. 

(y)—Inaccurate results here may be at- 
tributed to the slight solubility of mer- 
curic arsenate in water, which seems to be 
sufficient to render the method not very 
desirable. 

(z)—No careful work was done by me on 
this method, but only some preliminary 
tests, and it would appear that special care 
must be taken in the reduction of the 
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mercuric salts, and it is therefore preferable 
to use phosphorus acid instead of hypo- 


phosphorus acid. 
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Below, in tabular form, are given the re- 
sults obtained by different members of the 


Committee in using these methods.

PHARMACY IN GREAT BRITAIN 

(From our London correspondent.) 

Recently business has been some- 
what disturbed by the confusion which 
is usually attendant upon a general 


election. Fortunately, Mr. W. 8S. Glyn- 
Jones, a pharmacist and _ barrister 


whose candidature was supported by 


a subscription raised by a large num- 
ber of pharmacists, was one of the 
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successful candidates, and pharmacy 
is therefore represented in the House 
of Commons. Mr. Glyn-Jones, who is 
parliamentary secretary of the Phar- 
maceutical Society, was the founder 
of the Proprietary Articles Trade As- 
sociation whose purpose it is to pro- 


tect the prices of proprietaries, and of 


the Chemists Defence Association. It 
would have been difficult to select a 
more suitable representative for phar- 
macists in Parliament. Besides Mr. 
Glyn-Jones the only other pharmacist 
who has found a seat in the House of 
Commons is Mr. Richard Winfrey, but 
it is many years since he was practic- 
ally engaged in pharmacy. About ten 
medical men are ‘among the successful 
candidates, but only a few of them are 
in practice as such. 

An important case arising out of the 
new Poisons and Pharmacy Act has 
recently been decided by the High 
Court. It will be remembered that by 


that Act a new class of poison sellers 


was created, local authorities being em- 
powered to grant licenses to iron- 
mongers, seedsmen and the like to sell 
sheep dips, weed killers and insecti- 
cides containing arsenic and nicotine. 
In the view of the Pharmaceutical So- 
ciety, these licenses only entitle the 


person to whom the license is granted © 


to sell: these preparations, but some 
of the licensees contended that the li- 
cense covered their employees, just as 
a: potman is covered by the license of 
his employer who keeps a bar. ‘The 
Pharmaceutical Society prosecuted 
several unlicensed assistants who sold 
these poisons, with the result that the 
courts upheld the Society’s view and 
fined the offenders. In one of the 
cases the decision of the judge in the 
lower court was appealed against, and 
what the High Court was asked to de- 
cide was whether the license of an em- 
ployer covered his assistant. The two 
judges before whom it was argued 


court was right. 
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had little difficulty in arriving at the 
conclusion that the judge in the lower 
No other decision 
could have been expected in view of 
the fact that it is illegal for the un- 
qualified assistant of a registered phar- 
macist to sell a poison. | 

At the last evening meeting of the 
Pharmaceutical Society, Mr. J. C. Um- 
ney read a paper on English pepper- 
mint oil, in which he said that in the 
Mitcham district the total area under 
peppermint cultivation was about 500 
acres. Considerable areas are also 
under cultivation at Hitchin and Long 
Melford. The total output of pure 
oil for the Mitcham district does not 
probably exceed 10,000 pounds. The 
most important part of the paper was 
that which dealt with adulteration, and 


in this connection Mr. Umney referred 


to a statement made in a French 
periodical to the effect that the output 
of oil described as English is greater 
than the production in England. One 
of the leading Mitcham distillers — 
makes the offer of £1,000 to anyone 
who can prove that he has at any time 


handled in any shape or form Ameri- 


can oil, and Mr. Umney expressed the 
wish that some such statement could 
be forthcoming from all those who sell 
English oils. He appealed to those 
who handle peppermint oil to endeavor 
to maintain the high status of a busi- 
ness which has in the past. been as- 
sociated in this country with many 
well known names. 

One of the main provisions of the 
new Act was that which gave the 
Pharmaceutical Society power to make 
by-laws requiring candidates for the 
qualifying examination to produce evi- 
dence of having undergone a pre- 
scribed course of study, and during the 
year the members of the Board of Ex- 
aminers in London and Scotland were 
invited to assist the Society’s Council 
in devising an appropriate education- 
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al scheme. At present it is no part 
of the duty of the council to inquire 
how or where candidates obtained 
their knowledge, but it is quite evident 


from the high percentage of rejected 


candidates (about 65 per cent), at the 
examination, that a large proportion 
of them are inadequately trained. 

At the first meeting of the council 
of the Pharmaceutical Society, held 
this year (1911), a definite scheme for 


a division of the qualifying examina- 


tion and a curriculum of study was 
brought forward by the vice-president. 


This proposes that there shall be two 


examinations, the intermediate and 
the final. A candidate desiring to en- 
ter for the intermediate examination 
shall, it is proposed, deliver to the 
registrar evidence that subsequent to 
passing the preliminary examination, 
and being registered as a.student, he 
has attended with regularity, and has 
duly performed the work in the class 
and in the laboratory, in a teaching in- 
stitution approved by the council, a 
specified number of lectures in botany 
and chemistry. <A candidate desiring 
to enter for the final examination must 
have passed the intermediate examin- 
ation and have been engaged for three 
years, under the supervision of a reg- 
istered chemist, in the ordinary work 
of pharmacy, and must have attended 
a definite number of lectures in ma- 
teria medica and pharmacy in a teach- 
ing institution approved by the coun- 
cil. This scheme is to be submitted 
for criticism to local associations and 


schools before the necessary by-laws 


to give effect to it are drafted. 

The fact that it will be necessary 
to print a fresh impression of the pres- 
ent edition of the British Pharmaco- 
poeia, suggests that the new edition 
will not be ready for some time. The 
total number of copies sold in the year 


ending November 22, 1910 was 1,094. 


The annual sale thus continues to be 
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steady. Up to the present -time 42,- 
460 copies of the Pharmacopeeia and 
4,491 copies of the Indian and Colonial 
Addendum have been sold. 

An interesting report has been pub- 
lished by the Board of Education deal- 
ing with the medical inspection of | 
children in schools, this being the first 
report on this question which has been 
issued. Of the six million children in 
the public elementary schools of Eng- 
land and Wales, about Io per cent suf- 
fer from serious defect in vision; from 
3 to 5 per cent suffer. from defective 


hearing; 1 to 3 per cent have adenoids 


or enlarged tonsils; 20 to 40 per cent 
suffer from extensive and injurious de- 
cay of the teeth; 40 per cent have un- 
clean heads; about I per cent suffer 
from ringworm; I per cent are affected 
with tuberculosis of readily recogniz- 
able form, and % to 2 per cent suffer 
from heart disease. 

It is not improbable that a Royal 
Commission will be appointed in the 
course of the year to inquire into the 
question of unqualified medical prac- 
tice. In fact, a report published by 
the Government and consisting of in- 
formation furnished by medical off- 
cers of health in all parts of the coun- 
try may be considered a preliminary 
part of this inquiry. The report con- 
stitutes a remarkable attack on phar- 
macists who prescribe, and accuse 
them of being to some extent respon- 
sible for the spread of infectious 
diseases in consequence of faulty diag- 
nosis. The council of the Pharmaceu- 
tical Society has appointed a commit- 
tee to consider what is the best method 
of dealing with these charges. 

The adulteration of foods and drugs 
is not practised to a very harmful ex- 
tent in Great Britain and, in fact, the 
practice is less prevalent than former- 


ly. According to an official report. 


which has just been published, the 
proportion of samples reported against 
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last year was lower than in any pre- 
vious year. The total number of sam- 
ples analyzed in 1909 was 98,544, an 
increase of 2,880 samples over the 
number for the previous year; and the 
number reported against by public 
analysts was 7,427. In 3,235 cases 
legal proceedings were instituted and 
penalties were imposed in 2,408 cases. 


CITY OF WASHINGTON BRANCH 
oe of the 
American Pharmaceutical Association 
The stated meeting of the City of 
Washington Branch was held on Sat- 
urday, January 14, 1911, in the hall of 
the National College of Pharmacy, Dr. 
Reid Hunt, Professor of Pharmacolo- 
gy, at the Hygienic Laboratory of the 
U. S. Public Health and Marine-Hos- 

pital Service, presiding. 
The meeting was devoted to a dis- 
cussion of standards for non-pharma- 


copoecial drugs called in the National 


Formulary formulas. 


V. K. Chestnut presented descrip- 
tions for Adonis, Aletris, Althaea and 
Aralia Racemosa. 


H. C. Fuller presented descriptions 


for Ammoniac, Calcium Glycero-phos- 
phate, Diacetyl Morphine and Quini- 
dine. 

E. K. Nelson presented tentative de- 
scriptions or standards for Anethol, Oil 
of Bergamot, Oil of Myrcia, and Oil of 
Orange Flowers. 

In the course of the discussion at- 
tention was called to the difficulty of 
providing satisfactory standards for 
many of the little used botanical drugs, 
particularly American botanicals, as 
these articles usually vary in origin and 
are generally contaminated with ad- 
mixtures of various kinds. 

In connection with botanical drugs 
of American origin, it was pointed out 
that the ‘source or supply of these 
drugs could not well be regulated or 
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controlled. Because of the high cost 
of labor in this country, indigenous 
drugs are usually collected by the 
cheapest and least trustworthy of help, 
and are bartered or sold repeatedly be- 
fore they reach any one at all familiar 
with their true nature or use. 

It is, perhaps, too much to expect 
that the drug dealer, through whom 
these drugs finally reach the drug mar- 
ket should be able or even willing to 
garble all of his drugs so that they will 
be absolutely true to name and contain 
no foreign admixtures. 


Mr. E. K. Fuller called attention to | 


the work that is being done by Prof. 


Power and his assistants on the con- 
stituents of plant drugs, and pointed 
out the need for much investigative © 
work of this kind if chemistry is to 
be of any appreciable use in the con- 
trol of the less important plant drugs. 

Mr. S. L. Hilton referred to the dif- 
ficulties encountered in attempting to 
provide assay methods for drugs con- 
taining glucosides and the ‘readiness 
with which drugs of this kind de- 
teriorate. 

Mr. V. K. Chestnut pointed out that 
glucosidal drugs deteriorate because of 
the presence of enzymes, which, in the 
presence of light and moisture, have a 


tendency to decompose glucosides. It 


was also pointed out that to preserve 
glucosidal plant drugs it was necessary 
to destroy the enzymes or ferments 
present, or at least to preserve the 


drug in such a way as to make their 
presence innocuous. 


Mr. Lewis Flemer described a 
method for preserving plant drugs con- 
taining glucosides by placing muslin 
bags containing freshly calcined lime 
in the container with the drug. His 
experience with this method has not 
been altogether satisfactory, and he 
inquired regarding the nature of the 
container used abroad. In answer to 
this inquiry it was pointed out that 
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in Switzerland, where the preservation 
of drugs over calcined lime was sug- 
gested in the pharmacopeeia, it is a 
common practice to use a tin container 
with a well fitting lid and a double 
bottom. In the double bottom of this 
container freshly calcined lime is 
placed and the drug itself, in a bottle 
or suitable jar, is placed over the 
lime. Such a container, it was pointed 
out, would have the double advantage 
of preserving the drug from light as 
well as moisture, and would no doubt 
be practicable and advantageous in 
connection with drugs like digitalis 
which are supposed to be readily de- 
composed. 
Dr. Reid Hunt discussed the stabil- 
ity of digitoxin, and pointed out that 
digitalis is probably not so readily de- 
composed under ordinary conditions 
as one would expect. He called at- 


tention to some experiments that have 


been made by Dr. Edmunds, who was 
able to demonstrate that a very old 
digitalis leaf, and one that had not 
been preserved with any particular 
care, was still found to be active. Mr. 
S. L. Hilton also reported observa- 
tions that had recently been made on 
a sample of powdered digitalis leaf, 
at least 3 or 4 years old, which was 
found to be quite active, medicinally. 
_ The need for the preservation of 
plant drugs with special precaution, 
was discussed at some length, and in 
the course of this discussion it was 
pointed out that the Supplement of the 
Dutch Pharmacopceia just issued re- 
quires that the narcotic leaf drugs are 
to be protected from light. This is 
a precaution that is well worth while 
considering, and one that should be 
introduced in the forthcoming edition 
of our own Pharmacopceia. 

As an illustration of the care exer- 
cised by the Revision Commission in 
connection with the compilation of the 
fourth edition of the Netherlands 
Pharmacopceia, it was pointed out that 


‘was discussed at some 
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apart from the additional direction to 
preserve leaf drugs from the influence 
of light, and permitting a definite 
range of alkaloid content in place of 
requiring a certain fixed quantity, the 
first instalment of corrections includes 
but one change in the many and com-. 
prehensive requirements for vegetable 
drugs. This one change is an increase 
in the limit of ash in lupulin from 6 
to IO per cent. 

The far-reaching influence of the 
possible usefulness of enzymes. con- 
tained in plant drugs was discussed at 


‘some length by Dr. Reid Hunt and 


Mr. Chestnut, who pointed out that 
the presence of oxidases and per- 
oxidases directly influenced the ap- 
pearance as well as the composition 
of drugs, and, in connection with food 
plants, may be found to have some in-- 
fluence on digestion. 

Prof. H. E. Kalusowski called atten-° 
tion to some of the points of difference 
between quinine and quinidine; also 
pointed out the distinguishing tests 
and the similarity of the two sub- 
stances in their property of fluorescing 
in aqueous solutions. _ 

The preservation of essential oils 
length by 
Messrs. Nelson, Chestnut and Hilton, 
who pointed out that the presence of 
light materially affected the delicate 
odor of many of these products. 

To test the efficiency of the proposed 
standards which were under discus- 
sion, it was suggested that copies of 
these descriptions be sent to persons 
interested, who might be in a position 
to criticize the several descriptions and 
to elaborate on such tests or require- 
ments as were included; these criti- 
cisms to be considered at a later meet- 
ing of the City of Washington Branch. 


ANENT PHARMACY AND THINGS 
Dear Editor: You seem an enthu- 


siastic advocate of the advantages of 
I would like 


a new pharmacy law. 
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the editor of the Pharmacist to give 
us the principal reasons why the 
present law should be abolished and 
a new one put in its place. So far as 
been able to observe, the 
present law has worked qtite satisfac- 
tory; there may be several or many 
shortcomings and faults in it. We are 
asked to contribute money and use in- 
fluence for a new law and abolish the 
old. Let us go before the Legisla- 
ture with clear and well defined rea- 
sons why we ask the changes. 

The present board or some of its 
members may have been active in the 
campaign to continue themselves in of- 
fice, also to keep the board quota up 
to seven. What would some of us, 
may be a majority, do, or have done 
under the same circumstances and con- 
ditions? 

A board of five members, I have al- 


ways believed, is enough. The argu- 


ment has been advanced against this 
number that all the board seldom at- 
tend. If the candidate for a place on 
the board cannot and will not agree 
to give his time and attention to the 
work of the board, and will not so 
pledge himself before appointment, 
then by no means appoint him. Sick- 
ness should be the only excuse for 
absence at the board meetings. The 
business of the board is important. 


The position is an honorable one; if 


the candidate feels that he has other 
more important business, he is not a 
suitable man for the board. 

Let the State Association name the 
candidates, say three names for each 
vacancy; it’s a fair and square way. 
But also, at this time, let us in no 
way disarrange, harass or belittle the 
work of our present board. Their 
agents 
other laws may have done needless 
injury, and made statements not jus- 
tified. If these agents exceeded the 
scope of the law, they should be re- 


in executing the poison and 
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tired; if the board sanctioned such 
wrong actions, they should stand the 
blame and be held accountable. In 
the meantime, the board should be 
given proper credit for the good work 
it does, and the pharmacists should 
not go to the Legislature in a quarrel- 
some mood. Let us decide clearly 
what we shall ask for and why, and 
then stay with the job. 

Store experience is vague, it 
may mean much or little; a year in 
one store may mean more in an edu- 
cational and. preparatory way than 
four years in another store. Every 
young man should take a course of 
study in pharmacy, even if he must 
borrow the money to do it. The 
training leads to systematic methods, 


accuracy and confidence. 


However and seemingly contrary to 
this statement and admission, I do not 
think the time has come to demand 
graduation in pharmacy as a prerequi- 
site to come before the board. When 
such a requirement is inserted in our 
State Law, the State should supply 
free instruction to citizens of Califor- 
nia to cover the subjects required. 
Ohio once had a graduate law in force, 
but abandoned it. How many states 
now require it? 

The graduation prerequisite would 
confer hardship on some of the remote 
and thinly populated points, where 
there is barely enough for a registered 
man to keep a shop on. The best he 
can do is to employ a registered as- 
sistant; the salary paid would not jus- 
tify the licentiate man with a too 
rigid prerequisite. This would most 
likely compel the closing of many 
small stores in this remote point, given 
force to the argument of the physicians 
of this district that they should be al- 
lowed to register and conduct drug 
stores under the M. D. registration. 
I believe this point should not be lost 
sight of; while it does not hold in the 
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populous districts, I believe that it 
does in isolated districts. 

It looks as if some phases of the 
new law movement were causing us 
to be clannish and drift apart. I 
may be mistaken in this and hope I am. 
Let us avoid acts and conditions that 
will cause division, either in or out of 
the State Association. The failure of 
-many retail druggists’ movements— 
social, scientific and co-operative— 
launched for our _ betterment, 
been nullified by a lack of cohesion in 
the ranks. The long hours condition 


is a good example; many others could |

[It gives us pleasure to publish the hon- 
est opinions of those who have opinions 
to express. In reply to Mr. Sanford, 
would say that California needs a new 


pharmacy law because the rapid growth 
and development of the State makes the 
present law unsuitable. We have nothing 
against the Board of Pharmacy. They 
have given excellent service in the past. 
Board members should be men tried and 
experienced in the profession of pharmacy. 
Only when pharmacy its placed on a 
professional basis can there be pharmacies 
in which uniformly creditable practical ex- 
perience can be obtained. Not before. 
We want pharmacies in charge of pharma- 
cists. We want these pharmacists to be 
qualified to perform their duties in such 
a manner as to gain and to hold the con- 
fidence and respect of the public, and to 
give assistance to and to direct, in the 
proper channels, the work of the assistants 
and apprentices under them. We are con- 
vinced that a satisfactory course in a reput- 
able college of pharmacy is necessary to 
prepare for the practice of pharmacy. Why 
should any one engaged in pharmacy argue 
against the college graduation prerequisite? 
Even the bitterest opponents agree that 
a college course is beneficial. Then by all 
means let us arrange to have it and to 
have it NOW. 
The following data, as quoted by Prof. 
W. B. Day of the Chicago College of 
Pharmacy, are prepared by the Department 
of Education of the State of New York 
which show the advance made in medical, 
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dental and veterinary practice, and _ in 
nursing, in the United Statets during a 
period of ten years -(1899-1909) : 

“In 1899 graduation from a_ medical 
school was required by the statute for ad- 
mission to the licensing examinations in 
medicine in twenty-one states. In 1909 in 
forty-five states. 


“In 1899 graduation from a dental school 
was required by the statute for admission 
to the licensing examination for dentistry 
in eight states. In 1909 in thirty-eight 


states. 


“In 1899 ivadaiiion from a veterinary 
school was required for admission to the 
licensing examination in four states. In_ 
1909 in sixteen states. 


“In 1899 there were no laws regulating 
the practice of nursing; in 1909 nursing was 
recognized by statute in twenty-four states, 
and twenty-three states required gradua- 
tion from an approved nurse’s training 


school for admission to the licensing ex- 
amination.” 


Contrast the foregoing statistics, which 
show the progress during the last decade 
in the other professional branches, with that 
in pharmacy. 

The following states in the Union have 
pharmacy laws demanding graduation from 
a college of pharmacy as a prerequisite 
to taking the board examination: New 
York, Pennsylvania and Rhode Island. The 
following are about to adoptsuch measures: 
Illinois, Wisconsin, Michigan and Iowa. 
The following states register college of 
pharmacy graduates without examination: 
Arkansas, Florida, Idaho, Oregon, Okla- 
homa and Montana. | 

California is the leading state in the 
Union, considered from an_ educational 
standpoint. It has the most progressive 
laws regulating the practice of medicine 
and dentistry, and should have a biiiel 
sive pharmacy law. 

The college of pharmacy graduation pre- 
requisite is bound to be adopted in all 
leading states within a short time. Cali- 
fornia should not be at the tail end of 
the movement. 


To sum up briefly, we need a new phar- 
macy law because: 

1. The present law is wholly inadequate. 

2. The proposed law is intended to raise 
the status of pharmacy in the State of Calli- 
fornia so as to harmonize with the status 
of pharmacy in other progressive states. 
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3. The proposed law is framed for the ways, at least the majority do not,

SLANDERING REPUTABLE PHAR- 
MACISTS 


If you have a remedy which occa- 


sionally gives rise to untoward effects 


and irritation, and if you are afraid 
that on account of these untoward ef- 
fects and irritation some physicians 
might discontinue its use, you have an 
easy way of getting around the dif- 
ficulty. Send a circular to the phy- 
sicians notifying them, that whenever 
they have unpleasant results with your 
preparation, it is due to the substi- 
tution by the druggist of an inferior 
product. These contemptible tactics 
have recently been adopted by the 
manufacturers of argyrol. 
known to every experienced physician, 
argyrol, while generally non-irritating, 
does sometimes (either on account of a 
hypersusceptibility in the patient, or 
on account of decomposition changes 
in the drug, which is a very unstable 
and uncertain chemical),. cause very 
unpleasant symptom; the irritation 
may amount to strangury, to hemorr- 
hage, etc. Now, in order to “explain 


away’ these disagreeable symptoms, 


and to get a little extra advertising, 
the argyrol manufacturers have been 
sending out circulars charging some 
highly respectable druggists with the 
crime of substitution. Now, unless 
the manufacturers can prove that sub- 
stitution was practiced, it is most con- 
temptible on their part to make the 
accusation. We fear that they are 
not in a position to prove their charges, 
for if they were they could sue the 
- druggists criminally and civilly. It is 
our strong impression that the argyrol 
manufacturers have been simply slan- 
dering the druggists, in order to ex- 
plain away the unpleasant symptoms 
occasionally caused by their unstable 
argyrol.

A. C. Barnes Company of having sub- 
stituted some spurious product for 
their argyrol is Mr. Wm. C. Alpers. 
Mr. Alpers is known to the medical 
profession as a high-minded and scien- 
tific pharmacist, and we are sure that 
he would not be guilty of the crime of 
substitution. Mr. Alpers came out 
with a circular, accusing the argyrol 
people of slander and falsehood. When

THE PARCELS POST 
Many of the little cities and towns 


of California have recently been can- 


vassed by glib gentlemen bearing a pe- 
tition against the parcels post bill. 
Country merchants are told that if the 
proposed law is ever enacted their 
business will be ruined by the depart- 
ment stores of the big cities. This 
argument has been advanced so ear- 
nestly that numerous small merchants 
and not a few of their patrons, stirred 
by the appeal to local pride, have 
signed these petitions. The same 
game has been worked in all the other 
states, east and west, and already a 
flood of petitions is pouring into 
Washington. 

The source of the protests is plain, 
even though the petition bearers are 
careful not to reveal the names of 
employers. Both the money and the 
arguments used in this work come 
from the express companies. If the 
parcels post, a system of distribution 
now in successful operation in many 
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European countries, is established in 
the United States the people as a 
whole will be greatly benefited, but 
the express companies will find their 
profits reduced to something less than 
the present average of three hundred 
per cent. That is why they are cir- 
culating petitions and spreading broad- 
cast the hypocritical plea that the par- 
cels post would ruin the business of 
country merchants. 
Fortunately for the people, the ex- 
press companies are proving too much. 
They are proving, first, that their ex- 
orbitant charges are obstructing trans- 
portation, and, second, that they are 
not affording the facilities to merchants 
and their customers in town and coun- 


try which would be provided by the 


parcels post. And when all is said 
the express companies’ favorite argu- 
ment dwindles to a mere bugaboo. An 


Eastern editor gave the right answer 


when he said: 
“As to the apprehensions of the mer- 


chants of the interior, there is reason 


to believe that they will gain rather 


than lose by cheapening the inter-— 


course with their customers. The on- 
ly losers would be the great monopo- 
listic express companies—the inside 
rings that, with the connivance of rail- 
road presidents and _ directors, are 
skimming the cream of transportation 
at the expense of railroad sharehold- 


ers and the public generally.”—The

The president (Miss Margaret E. Bu- 
chanan) opened the proceedings of the an- 
nual meeting by some introductory remarks 
on the objects of the Association. She 
referred to the doubt which had been ex- 


able enough not to undercut as regards 
salaries, and she hoped their meetings 
would inspire members with a sense of cor- 
porateness in their craft. Miss Buchanan 
then introduced Miss Burstall, M. A., head 
mistress of the Manchester High School 
for Girls and president of the Association 


of head mistresses, who addressed the meet- 


ing. 

Miss Burstall said that traditional prin- 
ciples no longer suffice, and that many 
women are beginning things over again for 
themselves. According to her first the- 
orem, there is no real separation of human- 
ity into two opposing camps—a fact which 
the higher-education movement, now sixty 
years old, had recognized and results had 
since justified. While the common fac- 
tor is large, there are still real differences. 
The true woman cannot be independent; 
she must have someone to care for and to 
mother. The great teaching profession is 
woman’s by right. The pharmacists’ pro- 
fession was, as a kind of housekeeping, es- 
sentially woman’s province in the Middle 
Ages; but of the three lines of defence 
against disease—doctors, pharmacists, and 
nurses—the men had monopolized the first 
two, leaving to women the last, less- 
scientific calling, which had only been in 
our own day raised to the rank’ of a profes- 
sion. Thus the Chancellor of Oxford was 
in reality slandering the sex when he stated 
that women are taking away men’s work; 
in reality the converse is the case with 
pharmacy. Woman’s place, in general, is 
as a: helper, very often to play second 
fiddle, to follow and not to lead, the or- 
iginal work being conceived and done by 
man. Originality requires a development 
of personality which was repellent to true 
women. True gentlemen honor their sex, 
but a converse chivalry is also due from 
women, for neither sex is independent of 
the other. The lecturer paid tribute to the 
splendid work done by women on local 
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governing bodies, and said that the State 
needs still more the help of women who 
bring something towards the housekeeping 
of State which men cannot provide; while 
the problems of government, especially 
those intimately connected with home-life, 
cannot be solved by one-half of humanity 
alone. A striking note of warning, as “an 
ill omen to the Nation,’ was sounded re- 
garding the increase of the “butterfly” type 
of woman who lives only to spend. An 
interesting discussion ensued on non-phar- 


maceutical topics, and the meeting closed 


with votes of thanks to Miss Burstall and 
to the Pharmaceutical Society for use of 
their premises. The company afterwards 
adjourned to the examination hall for so- 
cial intercourse and refreshments. 


THE RAT 

The most dangerous and destructive 
parasite on civilization is the rat, 
whose amazing fecundity is only 
equalled by its destructiveness, and 
the loss suffered by man by the pil- 
fering and sheer destructiveness of 
this foul and repellant creature runs 
into the hundreds of millions annual- 
ly. If the rat has one redeeming vir- 
tue, one quality or capacity useful to 
the civilization it has preyed on all 
these centuries, we do not know what 
it 1s. 

Bacteriological science has demon- 
strated that the rat is the most stealthy 
and certain carrier of disease in the 
natural world; living in the nether 
world of filth, it is in constant contact 
with all the foulness, excreta and con- 
tagion of disease, which it carries from 
house to house and place to place with 
fatal celerity and certainly by the un- 
seen routes which underlie every city, 
town and hamlet. We isolate the vic- 
tim of disease and ignore the carrier 
and distributor of it, but the experi- 
ence of San Francisco has taught the 
world where the race peril lies, and 
where the battle of sanitation must »e 
fought. The utter annihilation of the 
rat—a tremendous problem—is the du- 
ty of the State and Nation if the health 
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of the world is to be safeguarded and 
our civilization preserved, and the 
work of extermination cannot begin 
too soon. Let Massachusetts rouse 
itself to this important work, and let 
every physician and surgeon in the 
community feel that he has a duty 


to preach the gospel of extermination. . 
The rat must go.—New England Med.

tellectual pleasures, the man of drugs 
is selling tobacco, chewing gum and 
candy to pay expenses. Most of us 
are living in hopes that some day con- 
ditions in pharmacy will be better. 
There are other callings besides that 
of a druggist which have similar draw- 
backs, yet we should hesitate to pro- 
nounce it a business incompatible with 


Christian character. We ourselves — 


have known druggists who are most 
exemplary men, and we have no doubt 
there are many such. 


SUNDAY CLOSING 

Surely, the drug store clerk is worthy of 
his holiday. His demand for equal, or 
nearly equal, rights in this regard is so 
modest that he is content with less than 
the “day off” usually accorded to men of 
other callings. He will be satisfied with a 
Sunday afternoon at his own disposal. He 
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ought to be accorded the fulfillment of this 
moderate aspiration. 


There is in the retail drug trade a quite 


unnecessary and superfluous multiplication 
of effort and a waste of labor. A little co- 


operation will easily obviate this duplication 
of effort without causing inconvenience to 
the public. It is true that provision must 
be made for filling prescriptions at all times, 
but this can be effected by co-ordination of 
effort and division of labor. Outside of the 
occasional sudden and imperative need for 
making up prescriptions, other branches of 
the trade can just as well wait for weekday 
purchases. A system of co-ordination for 
these purposes is successfully in operation 
in Los Angeles, where the druggists’ or- 
ganization has divided the city into districts 
and assigns to one pharmacy in each dis- 
trict the work of keeping open for prescrip- 
tions on Sunday. In this division of labor 


the several stores take turns and notices are 


posted on the doors of the closed places 
of business directing customers where they 
can get their prescriptions filled. 


It seems that with some such plan of co- 
ordination in San Francisco the clerks might 
be allowed their holiday without inconve- 
nience to the public or appreciable loss to 
the employers.—San Francisco Call.

The board would ex- 
amine all candidates, excepting graduates 
of the Hasting Law College, who would 
be permitted to practice, as now, without 
being examined by the board. The board 
is to be composed of three members, to be 
appointed by the Supreme Court. They 
are to receive $750 a year, while their 


secretary will be paid $1,000 a year. At 


present the candidates are examined by 
the District Court of Appeal.

Liability of a Pharmacist 

A cook, having fallen on her shoulder, 
went to a pharmacist for a lotion and the 
address of a physician; the pharmacist’s 
¢clerk gave her the first, but persuaded her 
that she did not need the second. He also 
assured the cook’s employer that there was 
no reason for anxiety and that the cook 
would be able to return to work in éight 
days. After eight days, however, the swell- 
ing had not diminished and a physician was 
sent for, who diagnosed a luxation of the 
shoulder, necessitating a surgical operation 
because of the length of time that had 
elapsed since the accident. The cook there- 


fore brought suit against the pharmacist, 


first for the reimbursement of the expenses 
which she had incurred, amounting to over 
$400, and a similar sum as damages. The 


court sustained her claim.—Journ. Am. Med.

The New Tax on the Dispensing of Drugs. 
—A short time ago the so-called Arzneitaxe 
(tariff for pharmaceutic substances) was 
promulgated by the government. This of- 
ficial tariff is compulsory for all apothecaries 
in this empire, and in accordance with the 
increased cost of living, its items have been 
raised a little. The Taxe, as it is called, 
divides the consumers of the articles sold 
by the apothecaries into two groups. The 
larger group—the general public—must not 


be charged less than the tariff stipulates, so’ 


as to insure a uniform dealing with all cus- 
tomers. The other group consists of char- 
itable institutions: and sick benefit clubs 
which, may obtain 10 to 30 per cent dis- 
count. For each dispensing (selling) the 
chemist must charge 20 hellers (4 cents); 
for each mixing of liquids or ointments 
double that amount; for dividing a_ sub- 
stance into ten powders at least 50 hellers 
(10 cents);*and as much for each infusion, 
while all manipulations, including the boil- 
ing of substances, must be charged for at 
the rate of 80 hellers (16 cents) as well as 
the rolling of pills up to 100. For the 
weighing of quantities of centigrams a slight 
additional tax is charged, and for smaller 
quantities than that, the additional tax is 
doubled. A certain charge is fixed for the 
containing vessels, jars, boxes, bottles of 
different sizes and colors and for paper bags.

As the sale of remedies after a doctor’s pre- 


scription is confined to the apothecaries and 


certain—or rather most—of the potent drugs 
may not be sold at a usual chemists’s shop, 
the apothecaries are controlled by the State 
and are subject to the tariff. Therefore, the 
making up of a prescription is fairly expen- 
sive here and public opinion is much op- 
posed to the present system.—(Vienna Let- 
ter), Journ. Am. Med. Assn. 


The Toxins of Fatigue—The toxic fac- 
tor of disease is nowadays so thor- 


oughly realized that those of us whose > 


recollections of professional opinion carry 
us back to a time not so very long ago, 
when this was far from being the case, may 
well feel that something like a revolution | 
has been effected. Probably, the pioneer 
work of Bouchard, the English version of 
whose “Lectures on Autointoxication” ap- 
peared in 1894, may claim to have had a 
good deal of influence. One of his most 


suggestive discoveries was that the urines 


of sleep contain convulsive and those of the 
waking hours narcotic substances. “The 


' poisons of the day period and the poisons 


of sleep are not only different as regard 


intensity and quality, but they are antagon- 


istic: the one is the antidote of the other.” 
Bouchard was one of the first investigators 
who attributed the fatigue and other sub- 
jective symptoms of dyspepsia to absorp- 
tion of the products of intestinal putrefac- 
Sir Lauder Brunton has recently 
called attention to the frequent association 
of a constant feeling of tiredness with the 
existence of chronic colitis. On the 
strength of Weichhardt’s experiments on 
fatigue-producing toxins, Sir Lauder Brun- 
ton attributes the symptom of fatigue in 
colitis to the toxic products of micro-organ- 
isms rather than to the absorption of pep- 
tones or albumoses from the alimentary 
canal. Many vaccines and antitoxins pro- 
duce a sense of exhaustion, and “the Bacillus 
coli appears to have the particular power of 
producing a fatigue toxin. The production 
of this is likely to be greatly increased in 
cases of chronic colitis.” Fatigue toxins 
resemble others in respect of the power of 
causing the production of antitoxins. The 
stimulating and recuperative effect of beef- 
tea is ingeniously attributed by Sir Lauder 
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Brunton to its containing fatigue antitoxins, 
for Weichhardt found such _ §antitoxins 
in the muscles of slaughtered animals, to- 
gether with small amounts of the fatigue 
toxin. The toxin, in contrast with the anti- 
toxin, is not dialysable, hence, if present in 
the infusion, would presumably not be so 


readily absorbed from the intestinal canal.

Phosphate Deposits Discovered in Mon- 
tana 


(From U. S. Geological Survey.) 


Phosphate has been discovered in Mon- 
tana, it is believed, in valuable commercial 
quantities. Last summer, under authority 
from Congress and specific instructions of 
the Secretary of the Interior, the General 
Land Office and the U. S. Geological Sur- 
vey co-operated in the classification of cer- 
tain lands within the original grant.to the 


western part of Montana, to determine 

whether they are of mineral or non-mineral 

character, inasmuch as the grant included 

only such lands as do not contain minerals 

other than iron and coal. One of the 

Geological Survey geologists engaged upon 

the work found deposits of rock phosphate, 

which mineral was not known to occur in 

Montana. The deposits found are not far 

from Butte, and as they are situated on 
' | public lands, these have now been with- 
drawn from entry by the President, placing 
them in the same category as other known 
public phosphate lands which are awaiting 
legislation by Congress to provide for their 
control and disposition. As it was not 
desirable to call public attention to this 
find before the Government had a chance 
to withdraw the lands, no detailed prospect- 
ing was done, but it is believed by the 
Geological Survey that the area underlain 
by the phosphate is large, and it is hoped 
that the bed may be five or six feet thick, 
in which case it would be of great value. 
In fact, an advance chapter from Contribu- 
tions to Economic Geology, entitled “Phos- 
phates in Montana,” by H. S. Gale, which 
has just been issued by the Geological Sur- 
vey, states that the geologic formations 
including this phosphate bed are almost, 
if not quite identical with those occurring 
in the great phosphate fields a couple of 
hundred miles to the south, where the beds 
have a workable thickness of 4% to 6 feet. 
It is also the hope and the inference of the 
survey Officials that large areas outside of 
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that: actually examined by Mr. Gale may 
be underlain with phosphate. The possible 
tonnage may, therefore, be large; for in- 
stance, a square mile underlain with a 
3-foot bed of phosphate would contain about 
5,/60,000 tons. The Montana lands now 
having been withdrawn it will be possible 
to make a detailed geological investigation 
of the deposits and a close estimate of the 
tonnage. 

Phosphorus, of which phosphate rock is 
the principal source, is one of the three 
necessary elements of plant food, and it is, 
moreover, by far the scarcest of the three, 
the others being nitrogen and potash. The 
United States has, however, the largest 
known deposits in the world, and the de- 
posits found upon the public lands in the 
West contain a greater tonnage than all the 
other American deposits combined. Since 
most phosphate, as used for fertilizer, is 
chemically treated with sulphuric acid, the 
commercial importance of the Montana 
phosphate deposits appears to lie in the 
fact of their proximity to the great Mon-. 
tana smelters, which are daily failing to 
utilize vast quantities of sulphuric acid. 

Additional interest centers in the discov- 
ery and withdrawal since the President in 
his message to Congress advocates a leas- 
ing law for phosphate lands which will en- 
able the Government to control or prevent 
the exportation of the phosphates or fer- 
tilizer made from them. | : 

The discovery of this phosphate em- 
phasizes the value of the scientific land 
classification work being done throughout 


the West by the U. S. Geological Survey. 


Had these lands been only perfunctorily 
classified, mineral deposits of great po- 
tential value to the United States would 
have passed into the hands of the Northern 
Pacific Railroad Company, whereas they 
are now retained in the public domain for 
the benefit of the people. 


California State Board of Health Announce- 
ment 
Syphilis and Gonococcus Infections to 
be Reportable. 


Whereas, It is the duty of the California 
State Board of Health to encourage and 
maintain a progressive campaign against 
all communicable and avoidable diseases 
which may endanger the health of the 
citizens of the State; and 

Whereas, The communicable diseases due 
to syphilis and to gonococcus infections are 
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among the most prevalent and most harm- 


ful known to medical science; and 


Whereas, The policy of the State Board 
of Health, of physicians, and of educators, 
has hitherto been one of silence on this 
subject; therefore, be it 


Resolved, That the California State eae 


of Health declares that, beginning Janu- 
ary 1, 1911, syphilis and gonococcus infec- 
tions shall be reportable, and shall be 
placed on the list of communicable diseases 
which local boards of health and health 
officers are required to report to the secre- 
tary; it being provided, however, that un- 
til further action by this board, physicians 
may report the facts concerning these 
diseases by office numbers instead of names 
of patients; be it further 

Resolved, That this board officially calls 
the attention of the citizens of California 
to the contagious and infectious nature of 
these diseases, and requests their co- opera- 
tion in combating them by every available 
means—educational, sanitary, medical, so- 
cial and moral.

Sec. 4. One-half of the county money 
shall be transferred by the county vice- 
president to the state treasurer, and the 
remaining one-half of the county money 
kept by the county treasurer, subject to use 


of county organization. 


Sec. 5. An executive committee of ties 
shall be appointed by the president. _ 

Sec. 6. No money shall be paid out from 
the state treasury except on an order from 


the president by the recording secretary. 


Sec. 7. The officers with three members 
appointed by the president shall constitute 
the executive board. 

Sec. 8. The executive board shall trans- 
act the business of the association and have 
power to fill vacancies in its own body. 

Sec. 9. Officers shall be nominated from 
the floor. 

Sec. 10. Officers shall be elected 
by ballot or from the floor, and shall hold 
office until the election of their successors. 


Article 5.

Now that the price of hen fruit is 
getting a little more reasonable, it is 
time to suggest egg drinks. These 
drinks not only please the palate and 
satisfy the thirst, but they are the best 
of food also. The soda fountain dis- 
penser should prepare himself so that 
he may serve these timely drinks with 


dispatch. 
The eggs used at the soda fountain 


should be fresh beyond reasonable 
doubt, and be washed and dried—in 
other words, should be clean when 
placed in the egg bowl. Use a heavy 
glass for mixing. Crack the egg on 


the edge of the latter, then take it in 


both hands and break it open, allowing 
the contents to fall unbroken into the 


glass. Add next the flavoring syrup 


and solution of acid phosphates, if this 
is desired, then add about two ounces 


of cracked ice and shake thoroughly ; 


turn in the fine stream until two-thirds 
full and finally fill with coarse stream: 
then either mix by pouring the con- 
tents rapidly back and forth several 
times from glass to shaker, leaving it 
in the glass the last time, or throw it 
from the glass into the shaker. Some 
hold that the latter method improves 
the drink, while others assert that it 
makes it flat. If desired, cinnamon or 


- nutmeg are grated over the top. 


Remember the following: 
1. Eggs must be fresh. 


2. Egg drinks require rather high 


seasoning to overcome the flat taste of 
the egg. Use powdered sugar, ginger, 
cinnamon, etc., dash of spearmint, 


peppermint, etc. 


3. Egg drinks must never be warm 


nor yet very cold; just refreshingly 


cool. 
4. Shake well and strain.

A Study of Melting Point Determinations 
with Special Reference to the Melting 
Point Requirements of the U.S. P. By 
George A. Menge, Bulletin No. 70. 
Hygienic Laboratory, Public Health and 
Marine Hospital Service. _ 

This is an extremely interesting bulletin 
and should be in the hands of every phar- 


macist whose aim it is to conform to the 
U. S. P. standards. The work done by the 
Public Health and Marine Hospital Service 
is of the highest class and should receive 
much more consideration on the part of 
pharmacists than it does. The following is 


a general summary of this bulletin: 
In the introduction the present relation of the 
United States Pharmacopeeia to the federal food and 


drugs act of June 30, 1906, is discussed and _ its 


logical effect upon pharmacopeeial standards for drugs, 
with specific reference to the melting-point require- 
ments, is indicated. The essential features of an 
effective legal standard, the deficiencies of the United 
States Pharmacopeeia (eighth) melting-point require- 
ments, and the relation of this melting-point problem 
to the efficiency of the United States Pharmacopeia 
is discussed. | 

The body of the bulletin first deals with the plan 
of procedure in attacking the problem at hand and 
giving direction to work required for its solution, 
leading to the disclosure and summary of serious 
superficial causes of divergence in the published 
melting-point values of the same compound. The in- 
dividual causes are taken up separately for more or 
less exhaustive treatment, terminating in each in. 
stance with recommendations, the adoption of which 
it is believed will largely eliminate or control that 
cause of divergence in pharmaceutical practice. This 
discussion of individual causes of divergence in- 
cludes: | 

1. Variation in melting-point interpretation. 

2. Co-ordination of melting point and decompo- 
sition point. 

3. A review and illustration of many of the vari- 
ous methods now in more or less common use for 
melting-point determinations, together with the de- 
scription and illustration in detail of a method which 
is believed to be best adapted to present pharma-. 
copeeial needs. 

4. Variable practice in the use of thermometers. 

5. Variation in certain details of individual man- 
ipulation. | 

6. Variation in physical condition and in pre- 
liminary treatment of the compounds. | 

The method referred to as “best adapted to pres- 
ent pharmacopeceial needs,’’ together with carefully 
defined details of procedure—that is, uniformity of 
practice—is recommended for official adoption as a 
part of the melting-point requirements of the United 
States Pharmacopeia (ninth). This method and 
procedure were applied in the melting-point deter- 
minations of market samples of a group of the more 
important pharmacopeeial compounds. The average 
observed readings for each sample and the average 
corrected values for concordant samples are given 
for each compound in connection with discussion of 
other pharmacopeeial tests. The corrected averages 
are also tabulated, together with corresponding values, 
from different pharmacopcias and from various 
sources of the literature.

ging of the roots for sale.” It would seem 
that this would prove a valuable suggestion 
to the would-be growers of drugs.

We would advise 
every druggist to secure copies of these 
reports and study them carefully in order 
that they may assist the work of preventive 
medicine. It is in this very work of pre- 
ventive medicine that physician and phar- 
macist can and should co-operate.

_ (a) When the examination or analy- 
sis shows that samples are adulterated 
or misbranded within the meaning of 
this act notice of that fact shall be 


given in every case to the party or par- 


ties against whom prosecution lies un- 
der this act for the shipment or manu- 
facture or sale of the particular prod- 
uct and such other interested parties 
as the Secretary of Agriculture may 
direct, and a date shall be fixed at 
which such party or parties may be 
heard before the Secretary of Agricul-_ 
ture or such other person as he may 
direct. The hearings shall be had at 
places designated by the Secretary of 
Agriculture most convenient for all 
These hearings 
shall be private and confined to ques- 
The parties interested 
therein may appear in person or by at- 
torney and may submit oral or written 
evidence to show any fault or error in 
the findings of the analyst or examiner. 
Interested parties may present proper 
interrogatories to analysts, to be sub- 
mitted to and propounded by the Sec- 
retary of Agriculture or the officer con- 
ducting the hearing. Such privilege, 
however, shall not include the right of 
cross-examination. The Secretary of | 
Agriculture may order a re-examina- 
tion of the sample or have new sam- 
ples drawn for further examination. 

(b) If, after hearings held, it ap- 
pears that a violation of the act has 
been committed, the Secretary of Ag- 
riculture shall give notice to the proper 
United States attorney. 

(c) Any health, food, or drug officer. 
or agent of any State, Territory, or the 
District of Columbia who shall obtain 
satisfactory evidence of any violation 
of the Food and ‘Drugs Act, June 30, 
1906, as provided by section 5 thereof, 
shall first submit the same to the Sec- — 
retary of Agriculture in order that he 
may give notice and fix dates for hear- 
ings to the proper parties.

C. LEWIS DIEHL 

Mr. Diehl was born in Neustadt in 
Rhenish Bavaria, August 3, 1840. He 
was the eldest son of Therese Philip- 
pine Rossi and Conrad Lewis Diehl, 
who was a lineal descendant of the 
Huguenot family, which, after the re- 
vocation of the edict of Nantes (1685), 
was obliged to seek refuge on German 
soil. The name of the family was 
originally La Planche, being for obvi- 
ous reasons changed to the German 
equivalent “Diele,’ meaning a “plank” 
or “deal,” and was subsequently cor- 


rupted into Diehl. On his mother’s side, 


Mr. Diehl is descended from a French 
and Italian ancestry. His maternal 
grandmother, Therese Schmidt, was a 
native of Honfleur, Loraine, while his 
maternal grandfather, Ferdinand Rossi, 
was the son of Italian parents who had 
settled in Zweibrucken, but who had 
for political reasons returned to Milan, 


so that their child might be born on 
Italian soil. Mr. Diehl’s father took 
a very active part in the revolutionary 
movement with the university students 
in Germany, designed to unite the sev- 
eral German principalities, through 


which activities he became persona 


non grata with the government. Ow- 
ing to these political difficulties, the 
Diehl family finally decided to come 
to America in 1849. After the death 
of his mother in 1852, young Diehl at- 
tended the Oakfield Academy near St. 
Louis. In 1854 he was obliged to 
leave school and joined his father, who 
then resided in Philadelphia. He se- 
cured employment with R. & G. A. 
Wright, perfumers, in whose employ 
he remained until 1857, when, becom- 
ing dissatisfied, he decided to follow 
his father, who had in the meantime 
gone to Chicago. In 1858 he went to 
Philadelphia, where he began an ap- 
prenticeship of four years with John 
R. Angney. Shortly thereafter he be- | 
gan his studies in the Philadelphia Col- 
lege of Pharmacy, graduating in 
March, 1862, and shortly thereafter ac- 
cepted a position with Emilius Her- 
wig. However, as the work of retail 
pharmacy did not offer any opportuni- 


ties for such advance.work as Mr. 


Diehl desired to do, he resigned and 
entered the employ of John Wyeth & 
Bro.,: who were then about to equip 
a laboratory for the purpose of manu- 
facturing pharmaceutical preparations. 
Mr. Diehl was placed in charge of this 
laboratory and continued at its head 
until 1862, when he enlisted in the 
Fifteenth Regiment of the Pennsyl- 
vania Volunteer Cavalry, known dur- 
ing the war as the “Anderson Caval- 
ry, and remained in the service until 
after the battle of Stone’s River, when 
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he was discharged on account of 


wounds and injuries received during 


battle. After his complete convales- 
cence he was appointed to the office 
of assistant chemist 
States Army Laboratory in Philadel- 
phia, in which Prof. Maisch held the 
position of chief chemist. During his 
stay in this laboratory, Mr. Diehl 


manufactured large quantities of ether, 


chloroform, spirits of nitrous ether, oil 
of wine, nitrate of silver, etc. Here 
he became thoroughly acquainted with 


the manufacture of chemicals as well 


as pharmaceuticals. 


Toward the close of 1864, Mr. Diehl 
decided to remove to Chicago, contem-. 


plating the opening of a pharmacy. He 
first obtained employment in the drug 
store of Ernest George Mueller, the 
store which was subsequently acquired 
by Mr. Albert Ebert, on the corner of 
State and Polk streets. 
was soon offered a position with Ben- 
der, Mahla & Co., manufacturing 
chemicals, with whom he remained un- 
til July of the same year, whereupon 


he accepted the more advantageous of- 


fer from the Louisville 
Works, Louisville, Kentucky.

For a time Mr. Diehl was undecided 
as to whether to continue in the manu- 
facturing business or whether to go 
into the retail drug business for him- 
self. He finally decided to enter into 
business for himself, and purchased a 
drug store on the corner of First and 
Walnut streets, Louisville, in which 
city Mr. Diehl has resided ever since. 


Mr. Diehl joined the American 
Pharmaceutical Association in 1863, 
on which occasion he contributed his 
first paper, entitled “Oleum Aethere- 
un.” Since that time Mr. Diehl has 
rapidly risen in the estimation of the 
leading pharmacists of the United 


States, has been one of the most active 


members of the A. Ph. A., has for 
years prepared the “Report on Pro- 


in the United 


However, he 
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gress of Pharmacy” for the proceed- 
ings of the American Pharmaceutical 
Association, one of the most important 
parts of that extremely valuable an- 
nual document. He was one of the 
prime movers in_ establishing the 
Louisville College of Pharmacy, in 


which institution he has held the chair 


of pharmacy since 1871. He has held 


important positions in the Kentucky 


Pharmaceutical Association, in the 
American Pharmaceutical Association, 
and on the Committee of Revision of 
the U.S. P. Mr. Diehl is one of the 
best known of the leading pharmacists 
in the United States, 
more than any one member of that 
honored body to aciyanice the science of 
pharmacy.

The Washington-Oregon-Drug Club, with 
headquarters in Portland, has sent a bill 
for a State law to the Legislature. The bill 
prohibits the misbranding of drugs or drug 
preparations. It also compels printing on 
the label of the amount of alcohol, mor- 
phine, cocaine, opium, alpha or beta eucaine, 
chloral hydrate, cannabis indica, acetphene- 
tidine or acetanalia contained in the medi- 
cine, where these drugs are used. The bill 
further provides for the inspection of drugs 
by the State Board of Pharmacy at frequent 
intervals, a license fee sufficient to cover 
the cost of inspection to be imposed on the 
druggists.

Dr. A. Schneider was appointed to 

correspond with the chairman of the 
executive committee of the: American 
Pharmaceutical Association. 
A committee of three—Dr. Schneider, 
Messrs. Selzer and McDonnell—was 
appointed to draw up the constitution 
and by-laws. 

The following preamble and resolu- 
tions were adopted without a dissent- 
ing vote: 

Whereas, The general progress in phar- 
macy makes the present pharmacy law un- 
suited to existing conditions, and, 

Whereas, The Alumni Association of the 
California College of Pharmacy, assisted by 
members of the Legislative Committee of 
the California Pharmaceutical Association 
and by other leading pharmacists of the 
State of California, have framed a model 
pharmacy law which is to replace the pres- 
ent law and all amendments thereto, and, 

Whereas, We feel that the adoption of 
the proposed law will result in a marked 
improvement in the practice of pharmacy 
in-the State of California; be it therefore 

Resolved, That we use every effort to 
bring about the adoption of the law by the 
State Legislature now in session; and be it 
further 


Resolved, That a copy of these resolu- 
tions be sent to His Excellency Hiram W. 


Johnson, Governor of California, and to _ 
every member in the Assembly and Senate. 


Resolutions favoring an amendment 
to the Pure Drugs Act, to be sub- 
mitted to the California Board of — 
Health, were endorsed. 

The enthusiasm shown at this in- 
itial meeting indicates that the Cali- 
fornia branch will be a very active 
one.

ALAMEDA COUNTY PHARMACEUTI- 
| CAL SOCIETY 

The regular monthly meeting of the 
Alameda County Pharmaceutical So- 
ciety was held at the Forum Cafe, 


Oakland, on Friday evening, January 


30th. The attendance was good and 
several new members were elected. 
The committee appointed at a pre- 
vious meeting to suggest what action 
the Society should take relative to 
certain of its members, reported that 
no action should be taken. In this 
committee’s report was embodied ‘a 
resolution in effect as follows: That 
any member of the A. C. P. 8S. who 
shall be arrested and convicted for 
a violation of Section 8. of the State 
Poison Law shall be expelled from 
this Society. The public records shall 
be the only necessary evidence re- 
quired of such guilt. The committee 
asked for the adoption of this resolu- 
tion. This was done unanimously. 
The committee having in charge the 
proposed new county ordinance rela- 
tive to itinerant venders, reported that 
upon the advice of its attorney, it had 
deferred presenting this ordinance to 
the authorities for adoption until after 
the present session of the State Legis- 
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lature, to avoid having one which 


might conflict with any new State law. 
It was also reported at this meeting 
that the State Board of Pharmacy had 


acted effectively in the matter of sev- 


eral violations of the Pharmacy law, 
brought to its attention by this Soci- 
ety. The Secretary was instructed to 
forward a letter of thanks to the State 


Board of Pharmacy for its prompt and 


vigorous action in connection with 


these complaints. A resolution was also 


adopted to the effect that the Alameda 
County Pharmaceutical Society was in 
hearty accord with the Legislative 
Committee of the C. P. A. in its ef- 
forts to secure certain changes in the 
State laws affecting pharmacy. It was 


decided that the A. C. P. S. would 
raise one hundred dollars or more 


immediately and forward same to the 
chairman of the Legislative Commit- 
tee, to be used in defraying the ex- 
penses of the Committee. 

The question of Sunday closing was 


then discussed at some length, it be-- 


ing terminated by the appointment of 
the following committee to consider 
this question and to report at a sub- 
sequent meeting: Frank Clough, Oak- 
land; Harold Wachs, Oakland; J. To- 
briner, Oakland; F. A. Mueller, Berke- 
ley; J. P. Flatow, Alameda. 

An informal discussion was then in- 
dulged in on the proposed changes in 
Pharmacy, Poison and Pure Drugs 
laws, it being the general sentiment 
that these changes were very much

TEACHING BUSINESS METHODS TO 


THE PHARMACIST * 


By E. Fullerton Cook, Ph. C. 
It is no longer necessary to defend a 


position which advocates and insists 
upon a thorough course in business 
training for the man or woman enter- 
ing pharmacy. The tremendous ad- 
vances, as business men, which phar- 
macists have made during the last ten 
years, 1s amazing, and we face today 
a condition wherein there must be 
adopted a system of financing, man- 
aging, purchasing and selling, as ap- 
plied to the retail pharmacy, equal in 
efficiency and economy to the best. 

The continuance of business life it- 
self is dependent upon the pharmacist 
taking such’ a position. 

Competition is constantly growing 


more keen; various commercial organ- 


izations among druggists are offering 
better buying methods; the journals 
are filled with plans for combinations ; 
chain-store schemes, buying clubs, 
better management, advertising, sales- 
manship, etc., etc., but the retail phar- 
macist who has individuality and true 
professional skill, and combines that 
with sane and modern business meth- 
ods, has little to fear from a purely 
commercial competition and it is with 
this conception of a pharmacist that 
emphasis is being laid upon business 
training as of equal importance with 
the scientific. 


The purpose here is to outline what 
is believed such a course should em- 


*From the Western Druggist. 
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brace and to illustrate with practical | 


methods of teaching. 


It would be impossible in a paper of 
this scope to outline every step which 
must be covered in the instruction. The 
details are numerous, and cover a large 
field, and, for the reason that it is 
specialized, the many phases of busi- 
ness activity which the pharmacist is 
called upon to enter must be enlarged 
upon. The following suggestions have 
been used during the past year and 
represent the development after nine 
years of teaching these subjects. 
Starting some years ago with a course 
in double entry bookkeeping, as taught 
in commercial colleges, it was soon 
recognized that the time spent upon 


so elaborate a system was useless, as 


no retail druggist would keep a set of 
double-entry books unless his business 
was large enough to warrant the em- 
ployment of a bookkeeper. 


Gradually, therefore, the methods 
have been evolved, constantly striving 


for simplicity, efficiency and practi- 


cability. At the beginning of the course, 
the student is asked to put himself in 
a position where he must face the 
questions that arise on entering busi- 
ness, i. e., into his hands are placed 
the facts concerning the purchase of a 
retail drug store, he being one of the 
parties to the transaction. 


This opens for discussion the many 
factors which should be considered at 
such a time. The following questions 
are taken up: 


1. Has the training and experience been 
sufficient to insure success? 


2. Would it not be better to become a 
manager until better experienced? 
3. What is the amount of available capi- 
tal? 
a. Possible sources of capital. 
b. Value of character. 
c. Proven ability to save money. 
d. Life insurance policy as an asset. 
4. Is a partnership preferable to an in- 
dependent ownership? 
a. Partnership. 
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b. Corporation. 
c. Limited partnership. 


If the Conditions Justify the Buying of a 
Store, the Next Questions 
| Considered Are: 


1. Is it desirable to secure an established 
business? 
A. If unacquainted with the store, in-— 
vestigate:

After considering these points the 
supposition is that the student has be- 
gun business, and the transactions for 
each day for a month are outlined, and 
then actually carried out. ‘These in- 
clude the opening of a bank account, 
the drawing of a lease, payment for the 
store in cash and notes (the student 
making out the promissory notes), the 
employment of clerks and porter, pay- 
ment of rent, mercantile license and 
internal revenue tax, by checks, the or- 
dering of supplies from a number of 
different classes of dealers, the writing 
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of letters to secure credit, to make cor- 
rections in bill, etc., depositing in bank 
of money received from the sales, the 
payment of petty expenses, opening 
accounts and charging. goods to cus- 
tomers, discounting and payment of 
bills, the use of day-book, cash-book, 
check-book, and ledger, and the mak- 
ing out of bills for customers. These 
transactions are made to resemble as 
nearly as possible the conditions of 
business, and the bookkeeping, up to 
this point is done exclusively by single 
entry. As the larger per cent of the 
bookkeeping of an average retail drug 
store will consist of the work already 
given, and as it can be satisfactorily 
handled by single-entry, emphasis is 
laid on this part of the work to insure 
efficiency in what will perhaps repre- 
sent 98 per cent of the bookkeeping. 
This portion of the work having been 
concluded, there follows the question 
of gross profit, net profit and resources 


and liabilities. For the. few accounts 


which now are considered, a double- 
entry system is taught. Total amounts 
for the period covered, such as all 
money due from, and also paid by, 
credit customers, all money received 
from cash sales, and all money paid 
out, are posted in the proper accounts 


in the ledgers. All expenses should 
be carefully assembled; such as per- 


sonal salary, rental, depreciation on 


goods, fixtures and building (if 
owned), all losses, as breakage or un- 
collectable accounts, salaries, light, 
heat, insurance, etc. 


An inventory must be taken and this 
credited to the several accounts: Now 
a statement showing all profits and all 
expenses 1s made, thereby determining 
the net profit or loss, as the case may 
be, for the time covered. Usually a 
statement is taken from the double 


entry ledger showing all resources and 
all liabilities. 
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“TRADE LOYALTY 


No word appeals more strongly to 

the average person than loyalty. We 
all love to be spoken of as loyal to 
family, friends, country and to our 
ideals. We should also include our 
home city. 
- There is no doubt of our sincerity in 
this, and we would feel very much of- 
fended were it questioned. But is this 
loyalty always of the right sort? Is it 
intelligent and active or is it sometimes 
a sentimental and pleasing fancy with 
which we delude ourselves? 


The happiness of the people of a city 


depends largely on the prosperity of 
the community as a whole, and this 
prosperity depends in part upon the 
amount of money circulating there. 
The more money the people send away 


for things they can buy from their own 


merchants, the poorer the community 
will become; ‘and, conversely, the more 
they spend at home, the more the place 
will thrive. 


Do those who patronize distant mail 


order houses ever think of the harm 
done? If all the good people in Boston, 
for instance, should ignore the local 
merchants and for one year buy all 
their supplies in Chicago, Buffalo and 
New York, there would be “For Sale” 


signs on the city hall, Young’s, the pub- | 


lic library and the old North church. 
The same principle applies to all com- 
munities. 

Patronage of home merchants is the 
life of a city. These mail order houses 
by offering attractive (?) premiums 
with indifferent goods have drawn 
from us large amounts of money, 
which, if spent at home, would have 
helped to pay for schools, paving, 
lighting and general civic improve- 
ment. Outside business houses do not 
pay any part of our city taxes. 

But, “Business is business,” some 


say. Yes, but business is more than 


that, it is reciprocity, and it should be 
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apparent to every one that business 


dealings with those who are working 
for the same local interests as our- 
selves will be far more productive of 


good than trading with people who are 
far away, who buy nothing from us and 


whose only interest in our community 


is the amount of money they can get 


out of it. 
Do you recall when times have been 
hard that these mail order houses ever 
extended you credit to help you over 
the hard places? Will they? Not in 
a thousand years—it’s money down, or 
no goods. The local merchants are the 
ones to whom we must then turn for 


assistance, but how can we do so with 


good grace or reason unless we sup- 
pott them in prosperous times? : 

‘They are alert, intelligent and pro- 
gressive, and if given the opportunity 


will sell. better goods at the same, or 


lower, prices than the mail order 
houses can or will and deliver them at 
once—no express charges, no long de- 
lays, no disappointments. 


Let us cease, then, enriching a few 
people in whom we have no sort of in- | 


terest at the cost of lasting injury to 


our own community. Try supporting 


our own home business for a time. 
Surely, loyalty, in this instance, 
means spend your money at home.— 
Evening Times, Grand Forks, N. D., in
